The proposal to merge the Lutheran Theological seminaries at 
Gettysburg, Mt. Airy and Selinsgrove met with a reverse, a boost and 
a “stand-off" Wednesday. 
The reverse was suffered a t Bendersville where the West Penn­ 
sylvania synod, meeting in its 105th annual session, disapproved the 
plan to consolidate the three seminaries by a vote of UC to 45. 
Exactly opposite action was taken by the Maryland synod at 
Boonsboro, near Hagerstown, w'hen the ministers and laymen voted 
unanimously in favor of the proposed unification. 
At Hummelstown, where the Fast Pennsylvania synod is in session, 
the question of merging the schools was tabled until the PJ30 meeting 
of that synod. 
No information could he secured this afternoon on action taken 
by the Allegheny synod in session at Clearfield. 
The Susquehanna 
synod at Selinsgrove last week rejected the m erger plan.
